ZINC METAL STAKES 1c each. Bend down over pot, out of way of foliage. To clean zinc labels, soak in vinegar (or light acetic acid 
solution) over night to oxidize metal to ‘‘loosen’’ writing; scour; if too slick to write on now, drop back in vinegar (or acetic acid 
solution) a few hours to oxidize metal slightly to make a satisfactory writing surface. 


IMPROVED ISOTOX-M spray (contains 12/.% Malathion and 5% Lindane) with plant orders $1.35; if ordered alone $1.60. Gets mites or 
mealy bugs like magic. Use only ONE TEASPOON to the gallon of water; spray plants thoroughly and set in shade to dry. Mix fresh 
spray each time and spray plants every 7th day until you have sprayed them five (5) times, spaced exactly 7 days apart. We prefer 
IMPROVED !ISOTOX-M instead of Malathion because it is twice the value—you get a 4-ounce bottle of ISOTOX-M for $1.35, whereas 
you get only a small 2-ounce bottle of Malathion for the same cost; moreover, Malathion smells like rotten eggs and the smell of Isotox-M 
is not so bad; and ISOTOX-M will get every form of insect life that Malathion will get. We do not handle Malathion any more, because 
we feel ISOTOX-M the better value. 


(We do not recommend NNOR now at all, and have not for a few years—ever since the superior ISOTOX-M and MALATION came 
on the market. A bulletin which we put out on NNOR a few years ago (before the day of ISOTOX-M and MALATION) was recently 
published; we did not know this was going to be done. We say this purely in explanation — NOT in criticism! Probably we are at 
fault in not keeping people informed on later sprays as they have been developed; it has not been a lack of desire to be cooperative 
—Just so busy we let things slip by. But you will notice on past price lists, we have not offered NNOR for some time.) 


Actually, exhaustive tests by experts have shown ENDRIN to be the best control for mites in greenhouses, with KELTHANE a close 
second in efficiency; but neither of these products is recommended for home use. They are not even offered in small sizes. MALATION 
and ISOTOX-M, of practically equal value, are quite effective, and they are safe for home use when reasonable precautions are taken. 
The directions given above apply to either Malathion or Isotox-M. 


V-C 13 NEMACIDE $2.50 here; $3.00 by mail. Not shipped with plant orders at all; too heavy. (8-ounce bottle) Use this instead of fume 
capsules to sterilize your soil; use only ONE TEASPOON (1 tsp.) of V-C 13 to treat NINE (9) gallons of potting soil mixture, by this 
method: Thoroughly mix the ONE TEASPOON of V-C 13 into a quart of water (we think it takes a bit more than a quart of water 
—you can use more water but DON’T use more V-C 13!). Now thoroughly mix this quart of solution all through the nine (9) gallons 
of soil mixture. If you mix with your hands, wear rubber gloves. Let this treated soil stand for TWO WEEKS before you use it. After 
two weeks, it is ready for potting. The manufacturer states it is much better to pot your plants in treated soil than it is to water 
already-potted plants with V-C solution. Many growers are now growing all their plants in V - C 13 treated soil (if they aren’t, they 
should be!). If you buy plants from these growers, ang set them out in non-treated soil in your home, then water them with solution, 
you are giving them a double dose-to some extent, and too much V-C 13 definitely retards growth and blooming. If you pot them in 
treated soil, there is no danger of over-dosage. ; 


Reductions would be: ONE-HALF TEASPOON of V-C 13, mixed in one “‘heaping” pint of water, to treat 4% gallons of potting 
soil mixture; or ONE FOURTH TEASPOON of V-C 13, in half-pint of water, to treat 244 gallons of potting soil; or ONE - EIGHTH 
TEASPOON of V-C 13, in a fourth-pint of water, to treat one heaping gallon of potting soil. Remember, if it looks to you like it would 
take more water, you can ‘‘heap’’ the water measurement a little—but DON’T increase the V-C 13 one drop! Be sure you let the treated 
soil stand for TWO WEEKS before you pot with it (manufacturer’s instructions!). 


Greenhouses no doubt will continue to steam-sterilize their soil before treating it with V-C 13, to get weed seeds; they could not go 
up and down benches to pull weeds and grass out of pots; but with a small grower, this is a small problem. | can see no need of home 
growers heating their soil before they treat it with V-C 13. Simply use V-C 13 like some formerly used the fume capsules. 


!f you insist on potting violets in non-treated soil, and then prefer to treat the potted plant, use V-C 13 only ONE-HALF TEA- 
SPOON ('% tsp.) to the GALLON of water; no stronger! Thoroughly saturate the established plant with this solution (1 would not use 
it when you first pot your plant; let the roots become established for 2 or 3 weeks first); set treated plants in a location where there is 
lots of air circulation to dry them down fast; violet roots should not stay very wet too long. TREAT PLANTS ONLY ONE TIME. Be 
sure your solution is no stronger, for a stronger solution definitely retards growth of plant and blooming. Reductions would be: ONE- 
FOURTH TEASPOON of V-C 13 to a half-gallon of water; or ONE-EIGHTH teaspoon of V-C 13 to a quart of water. Use the little 
measuring spoons—don’t guess. 


We cannot understand why the Virginia-Carolina Corporation, Richmond, Virginia, does not put out V-CG- 13 NEMACIDE in a small 
2-ounce bottle (or at least a 4-ounce bottle) for the home violet hobbyist; the demand would certainly justify it, for every person who 
grows violets at all cannot afford to be without this product. We think the Virginia-Carolina Corporation is not showing the violet 
grower one bit of ‘consideration. If you would all bombard this firm with a postal card shower, asking them WHY they don’t put out 
a 2-ounce bottle (or at least a 4-ounce bottle) for the home violet hobbyist, maybe you could induce them to do so. They obviously 
have no idea of the great need for a smaller size. Why don’t you all tell them!
